year beginning July 1, 2012, on or before October 1,11

2011, in lieu of the information specified in section12

8.23, subsection 1, unnumbered paragraph 1, and13

paragraph “a”, all departments and establishments of14

the government shall transmit to the director of the15

department of management, on blanks to be furnished16

by the director, estimates of their expenditure17

requirements, including every proposed expenditure, for18

the ensuing fiscal year, together with supporting data19

and explanations as called for by the director of the20

department of management after consultation with the21

legislative services agency.22

2. The estimates of expenditure requirements23

shall be in a form specified by the director of24

the department of management, and the expenditure25

requirements shall include all proposed expenditures26

and shall be prioritized by program or the results to27

be achieved. The estimates shall be accompanied by28

performance measures for evaluating the effectiveness29

of the programs or results.30

Sec. 3. INSTRUCTIONAL SUPPORT STATE AID —— FY27

2011-2012. In lieu of the appropriation provided in28

section 257.20, subsection 2, the appropriation for the29

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June 30,30

2012, for paying instructional support state aid under31

section 257.20 for fiscal year 2011-2012 is zero.32

Sec. 4. APPROPRIATION —— FARMERS WITH33

DISABILITIES. There is appropriated from the general34

fund of the state to the department of agriculture and35

land stewardship for the fiscal year beginning July 1,36

2011, and ending June 30, 2012, the following amount,37

or so much thereof as is necessary, for a program for38

farmers with disabilities:39

The moneys appropriated in this section shall be41

used for the public purpose of providing a grant to42

a national nonprofit organization with over 80 years43

of experience in assisting children and adults with44

disabilities and special needs. The moneys shall45

be used to support a nationally recognized program46

that began in 1986 and has been replicated in at47

least 30 other states, but which is not available48

through any other entity in this state, and that49

provides assistance to farmers with disabilities in50
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all 99 counties to allow the farmers to remain in1

their own homes and be gainfully engaged in farming2

through provision of agricultural worksite and home3

modification consultations, peer support services,4

services to families, information and referral, and5

equipment loan services. Notwithstanding section6

8.33, moneys appropriated in this section that remain7

unencumbered or unobligated at the close of the fiscal8

year shall not revert but shall remain available for9

expenditure for the purposes designated until the close10

of the succeeding fiscal year.11

Sec. 5. Section 256.30, unnumbered paragraph12

1, Code 2011, is amended by striking the unnumbered13

paragraph and inserting in lieu thereof the following:14

For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2011, and15

ending June 30, 2012, there is appropriated from the16

general fund of the state to the department the sum17

of one hundred thousand dollars.

Sec. 9. BONUS PAY. For the fiscal year beginning44

July 1, 2011, employees of the executive branch,45

judicial branch, and legislative branch shall not46

receive bonus pay unless otherwise authorized by law,47

required pursuant to a contract of employment entered48

into before July 1, 2011, or required pursuant to a49

collective bargaining agreement. This section does50
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not apply to employees of the state board of regents1

who receive bonuses funded by nonpublic moneys. For2

purposes of this section, “bonus pay” means any3

additional remuneration provided an employee in4

the form of a bonus, including but not limited to a5

retention bonus, recruitment bonus, exceptional job6

performance pay, extraordinary job performance pay,7

exceptional performance pay, extraordinary duty pay,8

or extraordinary or special duty pay, and any extra9

benefit not otherwise provided to other similarly10

situated employees.11

Sec. 10. SALARY INCREASES —— CERTAIN REVOLVING12

FUNDS.13

1. For the fiscal years beginning July 1, 2011, and14

July 1, 2012, there is appropriated from the gaming15

enforcement revolving fund an amount necessary for16

funding annual pay adjustments and related benefits17

for agents and officers of the division of criminal18

investigation’s racetrack, excursion boat, or gambling19

structure enforcement activities. Moneys appropriated20

pursuant to this subsection shall be in addition to and21

supplement other appropriations from the fund.22

2. For the fiscal years beginning July 1, 2011,23

and July 1, 2012, there is appropriated from the24

gaming regulatory revolving fund, if enacted by the25

Eighty-fourth General Assembly, 2011 session, an26

amount necessary for funding annual pay adjustments and27

related benefits for positions in the racing and gaming28

commission of the department of inspections and appeals29

who are assigned to administration and enforcement of30

the excursion boat and gambling structure laws. Moneys31

appropriated pursuant to this subsection shall be in32

addition to and supplement other appropriations from33

the fund.34

Sec. 11. STATE TROOPER MEAL ALLOWANCE. For the35

fiscal years beginning July 1, 2011, and July 1, 2012,36

the sworn peace officers in the department of public37

safety who are not covered by a collective bargaining38

agreement negotiated pursuant to chapter 20 shall39

receive the same per diem meal allowance as the sworn40

peace officers in the department of public safety41

who are covered by a collective bargaining agreement42

negotiated pursuant to chapter 20.43

Sec. 12. SALARY MODEL ADMINISTRATOR. The salary44

model administrator shall work in conjunction with45

the legislative services agency to maintain the46

state’s salary model used for analyzing, comparing,47

and projecting state employee salary and benefit48

information, including information relating to49

employees of the state board of regents. The50
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department of revenue, the department of administrative1

services, the five institutions under the jurisdiction2

of the state board of regents, the judicial district3

departments of correctional services, and the state4

department of transportation shall provide salary data5

to the department of management and the legislative6

services agency to operate the state’s salary7

model. The format and frequency of provision of the8

salary data shall be determined by the department of9

management and the legislative services agency. The10

information shall be used in collective bargaining11

processes under chapter 20 and in calculating the12

funding needs contained within the annual salary13

adjustment legislation. A state employee organization14

as defined in section 20.3, subsection 4, may request15

information produced by the model, but the information16

provided shall not contain information attributable to17

individual employees.18

Sec. 13. GROUP HEALTH INSURANCE PREMIUM COSTS FOR19

STATE EMPLOYEES.20

1. The state’s executive and judicial branch21

authorities responsible for negotiating the collective22

bargaining agreements entered into under chapter 2023

shall engage in discussions with the applicable state24

employee organizations to renegotiate provisions25

involving health insurance coverage of state employees26

and their families in order to achieve cost savings27

for the state. The discussions shall include but are28

not limited to a requirement for a state employee who29

is covered by a collective bargaining agreement and30

is a member of state group health insurance plan for31

employees of the state established under chapter 509A32

to pay at least one hundred dollars per month of the33

total premium for such health plan coverage for single34

persons or increase the amount paid per month for35

family coverage by the same amount that would be paid36

for the single person’s coverage.37

2. If collective bargaining agreements are38

renegotiated to achieve cost savings pursuant to39

subsection 1, the cost savings provisions shall40

also apply to state employees who are not covered by41

collective bargaining as provided in chapter 20 and42

are members of a state group health insurance plan for43

employees of the state established under chapter 509A.44

3. Beginning on the effective date of this section,45

a state legislator or legislative staff member who is46

a member of a state group health insurance plan for47

employees of the state established under chapter 509A48

shall pay at least one hundred dollars per month of the49

total premium for such health care coverage for single50
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persons or increase the amount paid per month for1

family coverage by the same amount that would be paid2

for the single persons coverage. The payment amount3

shall be determined by the legislative council, subject4

to the minimum amount specified in this subsection.5

1. Collective bargaining agreements entered into8

pursuant to chapter 20 for state employees shall9

provide that a state employee covered by that agreement10

who is a member of a state group health insurance plan11

for employees of the state established under chapter12

509A shall pay at least one hundred dollars per month13

of the total premium for such insurance for single14

persons or increase the amount paid per month for15

family coverage by the same amount that would be paid16

for the single person’s coverage.17

509A shall pay the same amount per month of the22

total premium for such insurance as is paid under23

the collective bargaining agreement that covers24

the greatest number of state employees in the state25

government entity employing the state employee.26
